Unfortunately, not all 
types 
of 
fruit can be recommended for

backyard garden 
or small areas. 
Therefore, it is advisable to select 
those fruits which lend themselves 
to intensive cultivation in either 
family gardens or small plots which 
can be used for the purpose. 
Fruits which can be grown to the 
best advantage under these condi­ 
t i o n s are those w h i c h do not d e­ 
m a n d the use ot expensive equip­ 
ment and will produce a crop 
of 
fruit in the shortest possible time. 
Strawberries, 
raspberries, 
and 
grapes for home use appear to be 
the most promising kinds of fruit 
to plant at this time. 
Of the strawberry varieties, How­ 
ard 17 and Catskill will be found 
to yield best 
and give the most 
generally satisfactory results. 
In the growing of red raspberries, 
Latham is likely to yield highest 
under ordinary conditions. Either 
Cumberland or Plum Farm er will 
do well 
in the 
black 
raspberry 
group. 
Because of disease prob­ 
lems red 
and 
black 
raspberries 
should not be planted in the same 
garden. 
Concord and Niagara are recom­ 
mended grape varieties which will 
bo found most satisfactory 
under 
most conditions in Pennsylvania. 
The strawberries and raspberries 
, will result in crops of fruit in one 
or two years and the grapes will 
produce in about three years. Com­ 
pared with these results, the tree 
fruits would not produce crops of 
any great value before the fifth or 
sixth year. 


FATS HELP BODY Bl ILD RE­ 
SISTANCE TO INFECTION 
Fats in some form, such as butter, 
bacon, fish liver oils, or cooking 
fats, are essential in the gold sta n d ­ 
ard diet, tiie diet that contains all 
the necessary foods says Miss Ann 
Quinn, Lawrence county home eco­ 
nomic1' extension representative. 
Fats play three im portant roles 
in our daily meals. 
They furnish 
; a concentrated form of fuel, they 
i add a desirable flavor and staying 
! quality to the meal, and act as a 
carrier for vitamin A. 
The body needs a certain amount 
: of fat each day for fuel. 
Usually 
: three teaspoons 
of 
butter 
and 
| enough cooking fat 
to make the 
! meals attractive will fill this body 
need. 
If some fat is stored, it fu r­ 
nishes a r ese I've supply of fuel, it 
acts as a support and protection 
, for the organs and nerves of the 
body, and it helps to keep the body 
warm. 
An excess of fat stored in 
the 
body may become a serious disad- 
' vantage to a person. 
This extra 
fat adds unnecessary weight to the 
body and becomes a burden to a 
person's well-being. 
A person vith 
to<> little fat in the diet is more 
susceptible to infections, has a lower 
vitality, and may be nervous and 
irritable. 
To be on the safe side, 
it is advisable to have enough fats 
in the diet but not enough to build 
up unnecessary weight. 
Most fats are somewhat 
costly 
considering their actual food value 
in comparison with 
some 
other 
foods. However, small amounts of 
fats are highly prized in the diet 
because of the flavor they add to 
foods. 
Fresh cooked or canned veg­ 
etables are improved by the addi­ 
tion of melted butter. 
Because fat is slow to digest, too 
much rich fat foods in the diet 
slow up the digestion of foods. 
If 
fats are properly used, a few of the 
more easily digested fat foods give 
meals a staying quality. 
For ex­ 
ample if one expects to do a great 
deal of physical work, exercise vig­ 
orously, or wait a lone time to the 
next meal, he will select some food 
containing fat. 
As it.s third role in our 
daily 
meals, fat acts as a 
carrier for 
vitamin A, says Miss Quinn.

Farmers who had any smut in 
their oats last year are urged to 
use organic mercury or formalde­ 
hyde as seed treatm ent before plant­ 
ing this spring. 
Oat smut los>es 
are stopped with either of these! 
treatm ents at a cost of 2 to 4 cents 
an acre. 
A half-ounce of organic mercury 
(ethyl-mercury-phosphate » 
mixed 
with a bushel of oats in a hom e­ 
made treating machine effectively 
prevents sm ut and protects the oat> 
from 
other 
seedling 
blights. 
If 
formaldehyde is used, 1 pint of the ; 
chemical mixed with a like quan­ 
tity of water will treat 50 bushels 
of oats.

The flavor and odor re­ 
sembles those of tallow. 
Several steps may be taken to 
correct the trouble. 
These include 
elimination 
of 
copper 
equipment) 
over which 
the milk is handled, 
keeping the milk ^rom being ex­ 
posed to sunlight, and feeding cows 
with rations high in carotene. 
The feeding of at least 206 milli­ 
grams of carotene per cow will pre­ 
vent the oxidized flavor if feeding 
practices have been to blame.

5 to 7 pounds of carrots. 1 
pounds 
of alfalfa leaf meal, or 5 pounds of 
machine-cured legume hay are fed 
daily, in most instances the trouble 
will be corrected in about a week, j 
Use of CltrUS pulp to replace beet 
pulp in the ration at the rate of 
200 pounds per ton has given ex­ 
cellent 
results in clearing up the 
oxidized flavor in milk. 


HAVE HORSES READY FOR 
SPRING WORK 
Horses, losing ground for several 
years as motive power for agricul­ 
ture. will regain their stride this 
year because of the wartime emer­ 
gency. 
Viewed with renewed inter­ 
est, the horse and his care again 
become of concern to his caretaker 
and driver. 
Wintered out, horses usually are 
healthy and in good physical con­ 
dition but often are thin and long­ 
haired. It is necessary to give them 
some extra feed and light work be­ 
fore they are ready for the heavy 
spring pull 
Horses so fed and put 
in condition are rm h more cap­ 
able of doing a good day s work than 
thin horses that are undernourished. 
The good farm er 
l i k e s to have 
his horses gaining in weight a few 
weeks 
before spring 
work 
starts. 
Well-fed horses usually shed early 
or as soon as warm weather comes, 
while thin horses often fail to died 
until well along in the spring, 
j 
Long-haired horses cannot work 
! as efficiently and are more sus- 
! reptible to disease. They sweat pro­ 
fusely when working, which tends 
to weaken 
them. 
If 
allowed 
to 
stand too long when wet with sweat, 
they ofter take cold. Clipping some­ 
times is advocated and may be ad­ 
vantageous in some cases but not 
as a general practice.
